Contained

Trustees of Oil Trust. 


New York, Sept 28.—Frank B. Kel­ 
logg, conducting the suit of the United 
States for the dissolution of the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, made 
another hunt in the hearing of the oil 
case to discover a trail that would lead 
to the finding of the long-sought books 
of the Standard Oil trustees and liqui­ 
dating trustees. When the hearing was 
concluded, Mr. Kellogg said that he 
was closer to the books, from which 
he hopes to prove that the oil combine 
never underwent a legal dissolution, 
than he had been at any time since 
the government’s action was 
com­ 
menced. 


Charles White, the assistant secre­ 
tary of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, said on the witness stand 
that when he went to the secretary's 
office to assume his new duties there 
were two steel safes in the office. One 
of them contained the books and rec­ 
ords of the Standard company, the 
witness sai<J; what was in the other 
safe he did not know. Mr. W hite said 
that no one told him the nature of 
the contents of the second safe, which 


him a number of years, called a phy­ 
sician, but Mr. Maxwell died in 15 
minutes.

The President and Mrs. McKinley's 
bodies are in bronze caskets in the

niches in the wall of the tomb. 
The 
tomb is a work of simple art designed 
by H, Van Buren Magoniglo of New 
York, and it is situated on Monument

made that a great part of space, so 
far as we have visible knowledge of 
.t. is occupied by two majestic streams 
of stars travelling in opposite direc- 
tions. 
Accurate, 
minute measure- 


ments have given us some certain 
knowledge as to the distances of the 
stars within a certain limited portion 
of space, and in the cryptograms of 
their spectra has been deciphered the 
amazing truth that the stars.of-both 
streams are alike ia design, alike in 
chemical constitution ' and alike in 
process of development. 


"Whence have come the two vast 


streams of matter out of which has 
been evolved these stars that now 
move through space in such majestic 
procession? The hundreds of millions 
of stars that comprise these streams 


re they the sol« ponderable occu- 


pants of space? However vast may 
be the system to which they belong, 
that system itself is but a specfe in 
illimitable space. May it not be but 
one of millions of such systems that 
pervade the infinite? 
We do not 


know. 'Canst thou by searching find 
out God? Canst thou find out the Al- 
mighty unto perfection?"' 


Referring to the revelation of the 


spectroscope that many of the nebulae 
were merely inchoate masses of lum- 
inous gas. Sir David said: 


"Evidence upon evidence has ac- 


cumulated to show that such nebulae 
consist of matter out of which stars 
(that is suns) have been and are be- 
in~ evolved- The different types of 
star spectra form such a complete 
and gradual sequence as to suggest 
that we have before us. written in the 
cryptograms of these spectra, a com- 
plete story of the evolution of suns 
from inchcate nebulae onward,to the 
most active sun. like our own. and 
then downward to the almost heat- 
ess, invisible ball. 


"The period during which human 


life has existed on our globe is prob- 
ably too short, even if our first par- 
ents had begun the work, to afford 
observational proof of such a cycle 
of change ia any particular star, but 
the fact cf such evolution with the evi- 
dence .before us can hardly-be-doubt- 
id.-I most fully believe that when the 
modifications of terrestrial spectra un- 
der sufficiently varied conditions of 
temperature, pressure and environ- 
ment have been further studied-this 
conclusion will be greatly strength- 
ened, but in this study we must have 
regard also to the spectra of the stars 
themselves. 


The stars are the crucibles of the 


Creator. There we see matter under 
conditions cf temperature, pressure 
and environment, the variety of which 
we cannot hope to emulate in our lab- 
oratories, and on a scale of magnitude 
beside which the proportion of our 
greatva experiments is less than that 
of a. drop to the ocean. The spec- 
trcscopic astronomer has to thank the 
physicist and chemist for the founda 
tion of his science, but-the time is 
coming—we can almost see it now— 
when "the astronomer will repay the 
debt by wide reaching contributions 
to the very fundamenta of chemica-

out Included a statement that even 
with the scant material available it 
now seemed certain that the sun's 
actual velocitv was between eighteen 
and twenty kilometers a second. 


Sir David appealed to the public 


aad the Government for funds to en 
able the survey frora Cape Colony to 
Cairo to ba completed so that the 
largest arc of meri-iian that can be 
measured en the earth's surface might 
be drawn. He also appealed for.the 
erection in the southern hemisphere 
of a .huge reflecting telescope .of di- 
mensions similar to these of the 
ATtiericac telescope on Mount Wilson. 


He enthusiastically welcomed the 


proposal of the Caraegie Institute to 
establish a meridian observatory in 
the Southern Hemisphere, saying the 
task undertaken by such an observa- 
tory, by the Cape conservatory and, 
if possible, by another in the Southern 
hemisphere aad by three observa- 
tories in the Northern Hemisphere 
would be regarded by astronomers of 
the future as the most valuable con- 
tribution that could be made to as- 
tronomy at the present day. 


Taken in conjunction with the as- 


trographic survey of the heavens, now 
so far advanced, it was an opportun- 
ity that if lost could never be made 
good. It was a work that would grow 
in value yearly and one that would 
ever be remembered with gratitude 
by the astronomers of the future.

METALS WHICH HARDEN STEEL. 


Fresh Hunt by the Government for 


Special Ores. 


Those, alloys of iron which give the 


hardest-steel,are produced by the ad- 
lition of one or more of the following 
metals: nickel, chromium, maganese. 
tungsten, vanadium,- molybdenum, ti- 
tanium, cobalt and-uranium. As the 
United States produces much more 
steel than any other country in the 
world, a supply of these materials Is 
a matter of consequence in the manu- 
facture of tools, 
armor plate and 


steamship shafts. According to a bul- 
letin of the United States Geological 
Survey, the annual production of hard- 
ening "metals in this-country amounts 
to $458,327, and of this sum $33^.687 
represents the output of tungsten. The 
price of tungsten, which has been in- 
creasing for a. number of years, was 
quoted at from $5 to 56 a unit (twenty 
pounds) in 1905. and at $12 a unit m 
the spring of 1907. Only small quan- 
tities are at present imported into the 
United States, as European markets 
utilize practically all that is produced 
in foreign localities, mostly in* Pera 
and Australia. 
Uarge deposits of 


tungsten are found In Australia. an>l 
it is not improbable that sufficient may 
be obtained there to permit a certain 
portion of It to be shipped to the 
United States, but for the present thi=s 
country will have to look within its 
riTvn hr.!-.lf>r=: fnr «r»«f.-«P« n? s«DDlv. 


Tnt increased demand for the steel 


hardening metals has stimulated pros- 
pecting for the ores in the United 
States, aad information concerning 
them :s eagerly sought.

»Iways hunt for a friend, which they 
seldom And. 
The ancient Tonkawas 
were the Ishmaelites of the red race, 
and their fifty still living descendants 
are actually hated by other Indians 
for the human flosh eating committed 
by their ancestors. 


"Tradition relates that the last big 
feast of roasted human flesh caused 
the death of several thousand of the. 
voracious cannibals in Texas. 
Hav- 
ing gorged themselves on the tender? 
flesh of several hundred^ ci\ptured Ki- 
owa Indiana, they indulged in their 
last sleep. 
Many thousand Kiowa In- 
dians, and some other children-robbod 
redskins 
approached 
the 
unguarded 
wigwams of tht? gluttonous man eat- 
ers and slow all they could find. Only 
a few, the progenitors of the fifty still 
remaining Tonkowas, escaped." 


It Is related of tho Tonkawas that 
an old custom was to hold a feast at 
least onoe each year, at which they 
killed and ate any prisoner in their 
possession who had been senteucod to 
death; and it is added that^t made no 
din'erence 
at

feasts 
whether tho color of the prisoner was 
white or rod. tho alleged fate was tho 
same. 
In this connection Jack Leedy. 
of Hennessey, O. T„ who for many 
years was In the employ of tho (Jov- 
ornmont at the Anadarko Indian agon- 
cy, in Soutlnvestorn 
Oklahoma, 
re- 
lates this story, evidently tho same oc- 
casion as referrod to by Matt Durr, al- 
though tho two dlfTer somewhat in tho 
minor details only: 


'•In tho fall of ISTo tho Tonkawas 
camo up from Texas and campcd about 
flvo miios southwest of the Anadarko 
agency; it being tho season for tho 
man eating foast. it was learned they 
had a prisoner, a young Caddo Indian, 
and expected to kill him for the occa- 
sion. 
It was estimated that about 2o0 
Tonkawas were in camp, and the Cad- 
does planned to rescue tholr tribesman, 
but. being few in number themsolvos, 
they persuaded tho Kiowas. who wore 
friendly, to join them and massacre 
the Tonkawas. 


*0n the night settle<l upon for,the 
butchery tliey stole upon the Tonka- 
was in the darkness and waited for the 
moon.to rise; It was about midnight 
when the warwhoop of the chief was 
given, and, with uplifted tomahawks, 
they rushed into tho Tonkawa camp, 
striking down their victims as they 
sprank from the beds of leaves. 
Out 
of the entire number of 
Tonkawas 
but forty-two escaped. 
The Kiowas 
and Caddops scalped their victims and 
left the bodies to be devoured by wild 
beasts and buzzards. 
The spot where 
the massacre took place was marked 
for many years by the^ skulls and bones 
lying around ou the ground., but they 
wore later buried^by order of the Gov- 
ernment,"—Daily "Oklahoman.

Referring to the revelation of the 
spectroscope that many of the nebulae 
were merely Inchoate masses of lum- 
inous gas, Sir David said: .

(that is suns) have been and are be- 
ing evolved. 
The different types of 
star spectra form such a coaiplete 
and gradual sequence as to suggest 
that we have before us. written in the 
crvptograms of these spectra, a com- 
plete story of the evolution of suns 
from inchoate nebulae onward^to the 
most active sun, like our own. and 
then dcwnward to the almost heat- 
less. Invisible ball. 


"The period during which human 


life has existed on our globe is prob- 
ably too short, even if our first par- 
ents had begun the work, to afford 
observational proof of such a cycle 
of change in any particular star, but 
the fact of such evolution with the evi- 
dence .before us can hardly.be doubt- 
ed. 
, 
.. 
"I most fully believe that when the 


modifications of terrestrial spectra un- 
der sufficiently varied conditions of 
temperature, 
pressure 
and 
environ- 
ment have been further studied this 
conclusion will be greatly 
strength- 
ened. but In this study we must have 
regard also to the spectra of the stars 
themselves. 


The stars are the crucibles of tne 
Creator. 
There we see matter under 
conditions of 
temperature, 
pressure 
and environment, the variety of which 
we cannot hope to emulate in our lab- 
oratorid.s. and on a scale of magnitude 
beside which the proportion of our 
great'^st experiments is less than that 
of a drop to the ocean.

troscopic astronomer has to thank the 
physicist and chemist for the founda 
tlon of his science, but-the time is 
coming—we can almost see it now

Cairo to be completed so that the 
largest arc of merhilan that can be 
measured on the earth's surface might 
be drawn. 
He also appealed for the 
erection in the southern hemisphere 
of a .hus6 reflecting telescope of di- 
mensions similar 
to 
those 
of 
the 
American telescope on Mount Wilson, 


He enthusiastically 
welcomed 
the 
proposal of tho Carnegie Institute to 
establish a meridian observatory in 
the Southern Hemisphere, saying the 
task undertaken by such an observa- 
tory, by the Cape conservatory and, 
if po'ssible, by another in the Southern 
hemisphere 
and 
by 
three 
observa- 
tories in the Northern 
Hemisphere 
would be regarded by astronomers of 
the future as the most valuable con- 
tribution that could be made to as- 
tronomy at the present day. 


Taken in conjunction with the as- 
trographic survey of the heavens, now 
60 far advanced, it was an opportun- 
ity that if lost could never be made 
good. It was a work that would grow 
In value yearly and one that would 
ever be remembered with

Fresh Hunt by the Government for 


Special Ores. 


Those, alloys of iron which give the 
hardest .steeLare produced hy the ad- 
dition of one or more of the following 
metals: nickel, chromium, maganese, 
tungsten, vanadium,, molybdenum, ti- 
tanium, cobalt and. uranium. 
As the 
I'nlted 
States produces much 
more 
steel than any other country in the 
world, a supply of these materials is 
a matter of consequence in the manu- 
facture of tools, 
armor plate 
and 
steamship shafts. Accordiag to a bul- 
letin of the United States Geological 
Survey, the annual production of hard^ 
enlng metals in this .country amounts 
to $458,327. and of this sum $393.667 
represents the output of tungsten. The 
price of tungsten, which has been In- 
creasing for a number of years, was 
quoted at from $5 to ?G a unit (twenty 
pounds) in 1905, and at $12 a unit m 
the spring of 1907. 
Only small quan- 
tities are at present Imported Into the 
United States, as European markets 
utilize practically all thAt is produced 
in foreign localities, mostly in» Pera 
and 
Australia. 
L'arge 
deposits 
of 
tungsten are found in Australia, and 
it l3 not improbable that sufliclent may 
be obtained there to permit a certain 
portion of it to be shipped to tho 
United States, but for the present this 
country will have to look within its 
nwri hniMprs for Ronr/^ps of snoolv. 


Tho increased demand for the steel 
hardening metals has stimulated pros- 
pecting for the ores in the 
United 
States, 
and 
information 
concerning 
them is eagerly sought. 
So many in- 
quiries have reached the United Stated 
Geological Survey that a special in- 
vestigation of the subject has been 
planned, which has been assigned to 
Frank L. Hess. 
In the course of this 
work, which will extend 
throughout 
the summer and into the fall, Mr, Hess 
will visit South DaK<?ta, Idaho, Colo- 
rado, Montana, Washington, Oregon, 
California, Nevada, Utah and Arizona. ^ 
The results of Mr. Hess's work will be 
reported in a bulletin on the steel 
hardening metal deposits other than 
manganese.

rate preparations for the 'event. Not 
only had he sold his farm and stock, 
but he had converted all his earthly 
possessions into gold, and sunk it at 
the bottom of tbe family well, so that 
no scoffing unbeliever could benefit 
from the sacrifice he had made. 


On the fateful morning of June 


6 he yoked a pair of steers to a cart, 
and, taking his wife and two daugh- 
ters, all dressed in their best, he 
drove forth to the top of a high hill 
and stood waiting for the great 
change to take place. 


It was a still summer morning, and 


as the windows of his home had been 
left open, -he could hear the familj- 
clock as it recorded the passing of 
time. 


When the clock struck 2 the four 


persons who waited started to pray, 
and when the chime for 2.30 was 
brought to their ears, they shouted 
and sung revival hymns for a full 
half hour. 


On the arrival of .3 o'clock, with no 


change in the conditions of affairs. 
Simpson ceased his shouting and 
said: 


"Come, Mary. It is time we were 


getting out of this. If the Lord had 
really intended to come this morn- 
ing He would have been here before 
now. 
We have been deceived and 


must move to some place where no- 
body knows us."' 


Fishing the bag of gold coins from 


the well, he bundled his family into 
the cart and headed the steers north, 
and before sunrise they were on their 
way to Bucksport. Crossing the fer- 
ry at Prospect, they went up along 
the shore until they reached Hea- 
gan's Mountain, where the family and 
household goods were unloaded, and 
the old. man started in to clear up a 
farm among toe rocks. 


Among the articles carried in the 


cart were five apple trees of a variety 
locally knowa .as "Simpson's sweet- 
ing." which produced a large fruit 
dial had the virtue of keeping until 
sate in the winter and growing sweet- 
er and more mellow with age. In the 
autumn and early winter it was too 
hard to eat raw, but when roasted 
among the coals of an open fire it 
was better than cake or pie or candy. 


In the course of a few years Simp- 


son's farm became famous for its 
sweet apples. As fast as he -was able 
he enlarged his orchard, and finally 


he t-rected a cider mill for the mak- 
ing of "Sim peon's sweet cider," 
which, when fermented to the proper 
point and drunk with the rich froth 
on top of the dipper, was said to be 
more potent than New England rum 
and more enduring; in its 
effect 


than; Holland tin. 


White Simpson was s,urly toward 


all clergymen and inclined'.to scoff 
against TeiiRion/'he was a good neigh- 
bor, though nobody could ever'in- 
duce him to sell an apple or scion 
from one of his Simpson's sweeting 
tree*. 


"I'll give you all you can eat and 


welcome," said he, "but you must 
return every seed to me, so I may 
raise new trees for grafting into my 
cider fruit." 


In short, his chief desire seeded 


to be to coHect all the apple seeds he 
could get and plant theai. When he 
had soaked out the apple pomace 
and squeezed it through tbis press 
for the second time, he wonid spend 
days going through the mass of cores 
and skins to pick oat every seed. 


On the melting snows or March 


Simpson went forth to the T\oods and 
fields with a large bag of apple seeds 
on his back, and sowed his saviugs all 
over the adjoining lands. The soft 
mud of spring permitted the seeds 
to -get under the soil, waence they- 
sprouted and came'np by thousands 


Many-of'the seedlings were cut 


off by scythes ..when the hay 
gathered, and many more were bit- 
ten off by cattle out at pasture, but 
as a majority sprouted and came up 
again and again, and as not a few 
grew in glades of the forest or by 
roadsides, it was not long before the 
apple trees which owed their origin 
to Simpson could be counted b- thou- 
sands. And every seedling 
was 


grafted to scions of Simpson's sweet- 
ing as soon as it was large enough, 
so by the time the old man died, ear- 
ly in the days of tbe Civil War, it 
was estimated that he had started 
more than 20,000 trees in business. 


William Davis, who had married 


one of Simpson's daughters, took up 
the business, but the Maine liquor 
law interfered with the sale of tbe 
Simpson cider, and then the moun- 
tain -was sold to a New York firm, and 
a granite quarry was opened 
The 


company fell into financial troubles, 
and borrowed money from Captain 
Goodwin, a wealthy citizen of Ban- 
gor, who later on 
mortgage ancTiook over tlie property. I 


For some reason unkno'.vs. Cap- 


tain Goodwin follows the policy inau- 
gurated by Simpson, and v.-ili net sell 
an apple from his widespread orch- 
ard.

Glasses For Weak Eyes. 


Blue or else smoky glasses have 


long been considered the best pos- 
sible things for weak eyes.

Scientists are

huge salt beds recently discovered by 
the engineers who are building 
the 


Westera Pacifir Railroad from Salt 
I^ake City to San Francisco. Eight 
miles wide and 40 miles long. * this 
enormous saline 
deposit 
presents 


much the same appearance as a polar 
ice floe. 


So closely are 
the 
salt crystals 


packed together that the ties for the 
railroad are laid on the surface and 
the loU.OOO-pound engines pass over 
them without making, any impression 
on it. . In placing the- telegraph poles 
along the line of the road it was 
found necessary to blast out the salt 
with dynamite, its rock-like hardness 
making it impossible to dig down the 
eight feet required to give secure 
support to the poles. Eight feet is 
the deepest bore which 
ha? 
been 


made into the deposit, and its true 
depth remain's unknown as yet. 


Engineers who have studied the to- 


pography of this part of the country 
are inclined to the belief that a large

Among the articles carried in the 
cart were five apple trees of a variety 
iocally known as ''Simpson's sweet- 
ing/' which produced a large fruit 
:hat had the virtue of keeping until 
iate in the winter and growing sweet- 
er and more mellow with age.

was better than cake or pie or candy 


In the course of a few years Simp- 
Bon's farm became famous for its 
sweet apples. 
As fast as he fwas able 
he enlarged his orchard, and 
finally 


he erected a cider mill for the mak- 
ing 
of 
"Simpson's 
sweet 
cider," 
which, when fermented to the proper 
poiht and drunk with the rich froth 
on top of the dipper, was said to be 
more potent than New England rum 
and 
more 
enduring 
in 
Its 
effect 
thai^'Holland gin. . 


While Simpson Iras i^urly toward 
all clergymen and inclined' to scoff 
against r<illglon»1ie was a good neigh- 
bor, though nobbdy could eve)*'in- 
duce him to ¡sell an apple or scion 
from one of his Simpson's sweeting 
treea. 


" r i l give you all you can eat and 
welcome," said he, "but you 
must 
return every seed to me, so I may 
raise new trees for grafting into my 
cider fruit." 


In short, his chief desire seemed 
to be to collect all the apple seeds he 
could get and plant them. 
When he 
had soaked out the apple 
pomace 
and squeezed it through this press 
for the second time, he would spend 
days going through the mass of cores 
and skins to pick out every seed. 


On the melting snows of 
March 
Simpson went forth to the woods and 
fields with a large bag of apple seeds 
on his back, and sowed his savings all 
over the adjoining lands. 
The soft 
mud of spring permitted the seeds 
to get under the ^oil, whence they 
sprouted and came'^up by thousands 
'' M a n y ^ o f ' the seedlings were cut 
oft by scythe?, when the hay 
was 
gathered, and many more were bit- 
ten off by cattle out at pasture, but 
as a majority sprouted and came up 
again and again, and as not a few 
grew in glades of the forest or by 
roadsides, it was not long before the 
apple trees which owed their origin 
to Simpson could be counted b" thou- 
sands. 
And 
every 
seedling 
was 
grafted to scions of Simpson's sweet- 
ing as soon as it was large enough, 
so by the time the old man died, ear- 
ly in the days of the Civil War, it 
was estimated that he had 
started 
more than 20,000 trees in business. 


William Davis, who had 
married 
one of Simpson's daughters, took up 
the business, but the Maine liquor 
law interfered with the sale of the 
Simpson cider, and then the moun- 
tain was sold to a New York firm, and 
a granite quarry was opened 
The 
company fell into 
financial 
troubles, 
and borrowed money from 
Captain 
Goodwin^ a wealthy citizen of Ban- 
gor^ who later on foreclosed on his 
mortgage and took over the ])roperty. 


For some reason unknown. 
Cap- 
tain Goodwin follows the policy inau- 
gurated by Simpson, and will not sell 
an apple from his widespread orch- 
ard. 


"Go right in, boys," says Captain 
Goodwin to all applicants who seek 
to buy apples of him. 
"Eat all you 
can hold, and make j'ourselves sick 
eating apples, if you wish to. 
Shoot 
all the squirrels you can 
find 
and 
dress them and roast them outdoors 
before an open fire, and then pile a 
lot of apples onto the coal and roast 
and eat them with the squirrels, and 
learn how good they are; but don't 
ask me-to sell you an apple. 
All I 
ask is that when you-have eaten an 
appl^, you go and drop the seeds in 
some place where they will have a 
chance to come up. 
I atn going to 
save all the apples the-birds and men 
don't eat for feeding the squirrels 
and birds when cold weather comes 
and the snow gets deep." 


Owing to the stunted and irregu- 
lar 
growth 
of his scattered 
apple 
trees, they do not yield large har- 
vests, though it is estimated 
that 
Captain Goodwin donates from 1000 
to 1500 barrels of apples to the wild 
creatures that haunt the 
mountain 
every season.—Boston Herald,

the engineers who are building 
the 
Western 
Pacifir Railroad from Salt 
Lake City to San Francisco. 
Eight 
miles wide and 40 miles long,''this 
enormous 
saline 
deposit 
presents 
much the same appearance as a polar 
Ice floe. 


So closely are 
the 
salt 
crystals 
packed together that the ties for thr> 
railroad are laid on the surface and 
the 150,000-pound engines pass over 
them without making any Impression 
on it. 
In placing the- tel-ograph poles 
along the line of tho road it was 
found necessary to blast out the salt 
with dynamite, its rock-like hardness 
making it impossible to dig down the 
eight feet required 
to 
give 
secure 
support to the poles. 
Eight feet is 
the deepest bore which 
has 
been 
made into the deposit, and its true 
depth remains unknown as yet.

About seventy years ago, says the 


Kennebec (Me.) Journal, millions of 
tons of- earth, boulders and gravel 
slid from the side of Mt. Katahdin 
to Sourdnahuck stream, a distance 
of seven miles, and dammed the 
stream, forming what is known to 
West Branch lumbermen as Slide 
dam. 
A repair crew of the Great 


Northern Paper Co. recently had oc- 
casion to remove a quantity of gravel 
from this deposit. At a depth of ten 
feet they found the trunk of a spruce 
tree bent like a bow,'the top held 
down by a boulder weighing many 
tons. The trunk was soucd, but the 
bark and foliage had been removed 
by the scraping the tree received 
when the slide occurred. 
Another 


large tree with the foliage intact vras 
found in the pit. The foliage when 
first removed from the earth looked 
fresh and green as if it had iust been 
removed from a growing tree, but 
faded somewhat in a few hours. 


Ranches Are Disappearing. 


The great 10,000 and 50,000-acre 


ranches ia the far Northwest are 
disappearing under the invasion of 
the farmers, who are satisfied witn 
one or two hundred acres of lana 
and who are making these little 
patches remarkably productive. The 
time is not very remote when ranches 
will be unknown an^ when the coun- 
try now monopolized by them will be 
broken up into moderate sizec. farms. 
The rise in value of farming land is 
steady,.and in a lew years land wbica 
for a decade or two has had only a 
nominal value, will command from 
$20 to $100 per acre. One reason 
for this breaking up of ranch con- 
ditions is that railroads have pene- 
trated the ranches, and are affording 
an opportunity for the transportation 
of agricultural, horticultural 
and 


dairy products to valuable markets 
nearby and far away. The mining 
developments constitute an important 
lactor l-i this progress.

Origin of Word "Rare."

[HE following account of the origin cf the irnh ersally -^sed wore 


"rare" for under dressed, half cooked meat is very interesting 
as accounting for and authorizing its use; nay, making that to 
be almost classical which otherwise might well be accounted 
and so looked down upon as % ulgar, i. e., as pertaining literally 
to the vulgar herd. 
This word was new to me upon coming first to America, 


determined to seek out both its derivation and application 10 meal when bat 
h?if roasted or underdone, as Milgarl\ expressed. I find then, that this word 
is" frequently but corrupth pronounced as if written "rare." while the correct 
spelling is "rear." But though rear (rhyming with fear; is the true pronuncia- 
tion we must not suppose it to iia\e the least affinity for or signification of 
rear behind. 
Both Junius and Skinner derive this word from the Saxon word "hrere, 


signifying fluent or trembling, like the white or yolk of an egg vilren raw; 
hence" Junius explains the phrase "reed egg" as a trembling egg, and Skin- 
ner imagines that this word may come from the Greek word rheo, to flow, be- 
cause uncooked eggs easily flow or move aboui; or he supposes that our word 
"rear" and the Saxon "hrere,'' may both come from the Latin "rarus,'' as 
opposed to dense, because eggs boiled lose their fluidity and sro'v thick. This 
derivation, of Skinner's, however, seems to me to be a little too far fetched. 
Whatever roay have been ks origin in the Saxon, Jt appears *o ha*-e been used 
in that language for crude and unoonoocted (i. e., row, tmcooked), and from 
the Saxon it comes to us in that tens« and, in-my opinion, ought to be written 
as well as pr«ounced "rere."
